You 
ask one question and they give 
back 20 answers and 30 ques- 
tions about your life. 

Spending time exploring the 
city helped pass the time, and, 
before . I knew it, my classes 
began. The school system here is 
very different from back at 
home. The courses are called 
modules,” and most only meet 
once or twice-a-week, but even 
that doesn’t mean most students 
attend. A friend I met here told 
me about something called 
black weeks” and “gold 
weeks.” A “black week” is when 
a student does not attend a single 
class that week and a “gold 
week” is when they attend every 
class. He told me a “gold week 
is rare and is usually talked 
about as a goal, never something 
that actually happens. “Black 


weeks” are much more com- 
mon. Most classes also tend to 
start about 10 minutes late and 
end five or 1 0 minutes early. 

Spending so much time out- 
side of class, the Irish students 
seem to really concentrate on 
one subject: nightlife. Forget 
about the weekends; why not go 
out on Tuesday and Thursday to 
blow off some steam from class? 
That’s right, the big nights here 
are the weeknights. Now, don’t 
get me wrong, the pubs are still 
busy on the weekends. However, 
because many students go home 
on the weekends (Ireland is a 
small country after all and a 
drive home is relatively short), 
why not party during the week 
when everyone is at school?

The first point in Obama’s 
plan is to strengthen background 
checks and eliminate existing 
loopholes. Currently, it is possi- 
ble to obtain a gun through cer- 
tain loopholes in the background 
check, even if you cannot legally 
own a gun. Purchasing a gun at 
a gun show does not require a 
background check. This legisla- 
tion would ensure that those 
who buy and own guns are not 
restricted by current laws to own 
them. 


tutional right to keep and bear 
arms. When a government takes 
away from the people the right 
to own semi-automatic assault 
weapons, it takes away part of 
the people’s liberty and freedom. 
The state would have the only 
real firepower with which to en- 
able the state to potentially op- 
press and use violence against its 
citizens. 

The right of every American 
to have a gun is not simply for 
self-defense against other indi- 
viduals, but also for defense 
against a potentially tyrannical 
state. The reason that the right to 
keep and bear arms was in- 
cluded in the Constitution is so 
citizens could protect them- 
selves, not only against rogue 
citizens, but also against a tyran- 
nical state. 

Obama is reacting rationally 
to the terrible emotional impact 
of the Sandy Hook tragedy but 
not fully understanding the long- 
term implications of the restric- 
tions that he is proposing. 

Obama’s new plan for gun 
control legislation states: “While 
no law or set of laws will end 
gun violence, it is clear that the 
American people want action. 
But do we? Do we want the kind 
of laws that limit the freedom 
and ability of law-abiding citi- 
zens to keep and bear arms. 

The people in support of the 
proposed law need to remember 
that this law does not guarantee 
a reduction in violence. Are we 
willing to turn over our right to 
keep and bear arms in the hopes 
that this may potentially reduce 
violence? Banning assault 
weapons and posing restrictions 
on high-capacity magazines will , 
mostly restrict law-abiding citi- 
zens. Black markets for these 
types of guns and magazines still 
allow people to purchase these 
weapons. The concept that a law 
can reduce the amount of guns in 
the wrong hands is an idealistic 

thought. 

It would be a shame to see 
Second Amendment rights in- 
fringed upon. Especially when 
Obama’s plan itself states that 
the proposed legislation is not 
guaranteed to fix the problem.

The second point is to place a 
ban on assault weapons and 
high-capacity magazines. The 
final two points in Obama’s plan 
reflect less on gun control and 
are focused more on reducing 
the likelihood of another mass 
shooting. They entail, first, mak- 
ing schools safer by providing 
funds to increase safety and re- 
sources and, secondly, increas- 
ing access to mental health 
services. 

The last two points in 
Obama’s plan are needed steps 
in addressing the mass shooting 
problem that has become con- 
siderably worse over the past 
few years. Even the first point, 
closing background check loop- 
holes, seems pretty reasonable, 
as it is a strengthening of current 
law and keeps those not allowed

Mama” settles almost im- 
mediately into a predictable pat- 
tern, but the audience may enjoy 
the eeriness of a film set in Vir- 
ginia.

To remedy this, the Univer- 
sity is asking for feedback from 
students on the Student Board of 
Directors about the challenges of 
getting information to all stu- 
dents in the residence halls and 
it hopes to create some effective 
strategies for next year. 

One of these strategies in- 
cludes advertising for the drive 
as early as the previous spring. 

Benedict also said that an- 
other goal for next year’s food 
drive is to gain participation 
from the local community by ad-

The University of Mary 
Washington community col- 
lected 3,007 lbs. of food for 
those in Fredericksburg who 
needed assistance last fall, ac- 
cording to Rose Benedict, the 
primary coordinator of UMW’s 
Helping Hands food drive. 

Though this number is lower 
than 20 1 l’s by 1 48 lbs. Benedict 
said she was “generally pleased 
with this year’s results,” but that 
they “would always like to have 
more donations.” 

UMW athletes collected most 
of the donated food and accumu- 
lated 2,675 lbs. of the 3,007 lbs. 
of food, according to Benedict. 
This means that athletes col- 
lected about 89 percent of the 
total food donated.
